"Although the mosquito is a 
winged Insect, three of lis four 
stages of Hfo are uutmtic. The 
egg Is laid in some pool or stag* 
Itnnt water. In warm weather 
Ihe^c hatch In about two duys into 
larvae (wrigglers or wiggle-tails). 
In four or five days more those 
pass Into the third stage— pupae. 
This stage lusts two or three diiys, 
when the full-Brown mosquito em* 
erges from the pupal shell. 

"If conditions are favorable, that 
Is, weather nnd food, the entire 
process may be as short as five to 
ten days. The length of life of 
the ndult mosquito varies with the 
conditions. Without water they 

perish In four or five days, but 
under lavorable circumstances they 
probably live several months. 

"The mosquito seldom travels far 
of, Us own free will. Experiments 
ludieate that inland mosquitoes 
seldom travel more -than half a 
mile from their breeding place, 
and that tho average flight Is prob- 
ably much less than this. Thoy 
may, however, bo blown consider- 
able distances by strong winds. 

"Mosquitoes In general, and par- 
ticularly those which frequent hous- 
es, live about and breed in trwamps, 
pools, marshes, stagnant waters, 
and all low wet places. In addition 
to Iheso probably lhe greatest diffi- 
culty In their suppression rests in 
the tendency to breed about resi- 
dences and In unnoticed spots. 
Some of the places commonly found 
about residences Include the follow- 
ing: old tin, cans, bottles, etc., con- 
taining water, rain-water barrels, 
lum-mosquftd proof cisterns, un- 
covered pools from wnshwater, or 
diips from pipes, pumps, etc. 
Moppcd-up roof gutters, stock 
watering troughs, etc. 

"Drainage Is undoubtedly one of 
the most reliable, permanent and 
best methods of mosquito contiol. 
In many places oiling or stocking 
with flxh cannot bo applied with 
success, and in these cases there 
Is but one solution, namely, drain- 
age. 

"Oiling of water surfaces to pre- 
vent mo-squlto breeding Is generally 
considered as supplementary to 
drainage or stocking with fish. As 
a temporary expedient It is not ex- 
pensive, but over a term of years

At the station where we boarded the Canadian 
Pacific Railway's "Dominion" for the c*amAi*n 
Weekly Newspaper Association convention at 
Winnipeg, there was a group of RJLF. boys who 
were being posted to an airfield in Alberta. 
They were busy making plans to visit New York 
on their next 48-hour leave. "We can hitch-hike 
down from Alberta," one said. 

It is difficult for a stronger to realize the dis- 
tances there are in Canada. Used to, at the 
most, a 24-hour train trip in the British Isles, 
the RAJ*, boys had a rude shock when after 
36 hours on the train, they learned they were 
little more than half-way to their Alberta 
destination. 

We were very much like those airmen. We 
knew Winnipeg was some 1,500 miles away but 
until we travelled that distance, we had no idea 
just how far 1,500 miles is. If we learned noth- 
ing else, we at least better understand the vast 
size of our country. 

We found the part of the trip west from 
Chapleau the most exciting. Chapleau is some 
200 miles west of Sudbury and is chiefly memor- 
able for a ten-minute stop which enabled the 
more active passengers to race across the street 
to a lunch counter where they could buy box 
lunches to eat on the train. Painted across the 
front of the Inuch-room was the sign "Lugem- 
away." Most descriptive under the circum- 
stances. 

From Chapleau westward, the railway is 
never very far from Lake Superior. For several 
miles, the train wound along the shore on a road- 
bed cut of solid rock. On one side, masses of 
rock towered five and six hundred feet above ihe 
train. On the other sid-% there was a sheer drop 
to the water. Islands ranging from mere hum- 
mocks of rock with one or two trees to those 
covering a square mile line the north shore. 
Seen against the westering sun, they possess a 
wild grandeur matching that of the Rocky 



Mountains. 

Despite the preponderance of rock, the country 
is heavily wooded, and many times the train 
passed the scene of logging operations or the site 
of a pulp mi!L Boats are able to dock at some of 
the larger mills. 

West from Keewatin, the land changes its 
character. There is less rock and trees and the 
country levels until the prairie begins some 50 
miles east of Winnipeg. The most distinctive 
feature of that western landscape is the grain 
elevator. Square, box-like towers, they stand 
every 15 miles along the railway, each with its 

siding of loading freight cars. 

Winnipeg grows out of the prairie like the 
foothills of a mountain range. It appears first as 
a shadowy mound, and then, gradually smoke- 
stacks and tall buildings are distinguishable and 
finally individual houses. There is no surprise in 
approaching Winnipeg. It grows bit by bit as 
the train races towards it. 

Fbr an easterner, Winnipeg has a breeziness, a 

youthful exuberance, quite foreign to the cities 

of the east, the streets are wide and straight for 
the most part. There is no dim-out as there is in 
the east. Neon lights flashed and glowed on the 
main streets and theatre lighting turned night to 
day. 

But most of all, we remember the wind that 
continually blew. In downtown Winnipeg, we 
walked east and the wind was in our face. We 
turned a corner and still the wind was in our 
face. We completed the block, walking in all 
four directions, and still the wind was in our 
face. 

To us, this was sufficient to mark Winnipeg as 
no ordinary city.

WAR DRAWS CANADA 
CLOSER TOGETHER 



By ANDREW HKHH 

When writing laat week of Nova 
Scotian farming practices I did not 
t*II about the lady we aaw one 
evening giving a bath to a litter 
of young pi»s. She and her two 
daughters had brought out a pan of 
hut water and &>:nc nice clean 
bath-towels for what ahe said was 
a frequent event In her barnyard. 
I did not tell of this incident last 
week lest someone might think it 
a general practice, but it I3 now 
told in answer to Postmaster h. P. 
Cane. Mr. Cane said to me, teas- 
ingly # th!s week: "Is it true, as a 
&OVST Scotian soldier told me re- 
cently, that Nova Scotia is more 
backward than Ontario?" I a* 
Mr. Cane if h^ ever heard of Ont- 
ario pi;;s being bathed, and provid- 
ed with clean bath-towels? 

Mr. Cane thought that perhaps 
the people of Nova Scotia lacked 
ambition. I told him that there 
were two reasons why the Blue- 
nose province had not increased 
rapidly in population. One was the 
reason I j-ave last week, that Nova 
Scotia's good farm land U limited, 
and the other is that our Canadian 
protective tariffs force trade to 
travel east and west, tortuously, by 
rail. The natural highways of 
Nova Scotia are the dea, and her 
logical customers are the New 

England states, the West Indies, 

Britain, the world. 

The Maritime provinces are 
forced by tariffs to buy within 
Canada, which means buying from 
the industrial centre, and, as we 
all know now, we can sell only to 
those from whom we buy. But, 
said our postmaster tormentor. 
Nova Scotia did not have to come 
into Confederation? The answer 
is that the three Maritime prov- 
inces were meeting In Charlotte* 
town discussing a Maritime union 
when delegates from the united 
province of Canada arrived and 

asked the Maritime* to consider a 
larger union. 

What was to become Ontario and 
Quebec needed a third partner to 
settle their continual quarrels, to 
break their deadlocks. And so the 
Maritlmes swapped * their ocean 
highways, as it turned out, for the 
••intercolonial" railway. The in- 
evitable happened. The population 
and industry of Ontario and Que- 
bec, with their great rich agricul- 
tural areas, grew and the Maritime* 
mattered less and less, except as a 
nice little market. 

Nova Scotlans started automobile 
factories and piano factories but 
they could not compete with indus- 
tries situated in the areas of great- 
est population. In Ontario and 
Quebec. At the moment I can 
think of only four Maritime indus- 
tries retailing manufactured pro- 
ducts In a national way, and one 
of those Industries is now owned 
by Montreal financiers. 

Even the Bank of Nova Scotia 
must have Its -general office'* in 
Toronto. Its "head office" is in 

Halifax and I suppose that that 
gives the bank's provincial income 
tax to J.ova Scotia. But Ontario 
gets the provincial income tax of 
the chief officers of that bank, and 
Ontario counts the income tax that 
those chief officers pay into the 
dominion treasury and cries out 
that she Is the "milch cow" of 
Confederation. She doesnt want 
to pay for family allowances for 
her poor neighbors. 

However, I don't think that those 
of us who live In the country and 
have time to ponder share thl» 
selfish viewpoint of our successive 
provincial leaders. I think; that w 
have become more

the cost and trouble may becomo 
excessive. The chief Advantage of 
oiling is found perhaps In its use on 
am all rain- water poets which may 
last long enough for the mosquito 
to develop, anil yet are too numer- 
ous U» drain. _"• - 

"The purpose of oiling Is to des* 
tioy the larvae present by covering 
the surface of the water with a' 
thin film which prevents tho 
breathing tubes of the larvae from 
reaching the surface, and thus 
causes suffocation. Tn addition to 
suffocation due to a mechanical 
barrier, death may ensue aa a result 
of the oil entering and physically 
blocking the breathing tubes, or It 
may be caused by tho toxic proper- 
ties of the oil. 

'Two typos of oil may be em- 
ployed, namely, the toxic and non- 
toxic. The toxic oil will destroy 
the larvae in a few minutes, and 
may then evaporate. A hon-toxlc 
nil necessitates a greater period to 
destroy- the larvae. 3o long a» the 
film remains Intact tho mosquito is 
also prevented from depositing her 
egg*- Kerosene has » high toxicity 
while fuel or crude oil has a low 
toxicity and a low cost. Under 
certain conditions a mixture of 
these two proves economical. 

"Any oil used must be thin 
enough to sp vend, and form a film 
over tho entire water surface. A 
barrel of oil will cover 06.000 square 
feet of water surface. Usually one 
oiling a week or every tondaya Is 
sufficient to prevent the develop- 
ment of the mosquito."
